profitable, and bringeth moſt. neceſſarye commodities, both 
to Cityes and Townes, therefore in my ſimple iudgement, 
it deſerueth no ſinall commendatio : 
The beginning of it is verye auntient (ſo that of no new 
inuention) but long ago found out, and firſte hy dame Na- 
ture, and after contynued and augmented by the dilgente 
care, and vigilante paynes of the wiſe and skilfull Garde- 
ncrsg by whoſe induſtrye and means, it is nowe growne 
to ſuche pefection, as I thynlie it therefore moſt worthie 
to bee accompted amongſt other ſuche good artes, as euery 
common wealth hach necde off. Andalthough it maye ap- 
peare ſomewhat interpaure> to other Artes, yet notwith 
fanding the ſame is asproditable andeultageathet gate 
faryeas the others are; for ſomuche as thys is ſo linked, and 
chayned to the noble Artes, both of Phyſicke and Sur- 
gerye, as by noe meꝑnes poſſible, ie maye bee ſeperated 
rom the other, but rather as a: daylye handmayden, cons 
eynuallye ſerueth them both, 2 wluche two (at this day) 
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ate had in ng {mall repu tatipn and renowne, & that not with. 
out good cauſe, for ſo much as no common wealth can bee 
without them. And becauſe theſe two cannot well bee per- 
formed withontthisrhirde;;therdore inen haue contidũally 
ſought to bring it to perfection. And firſtothe auntient Hut 
bandmen tooke greate paines therein, af ae the learned 


Phileſophets, and other viſe men, vhich᷑ fom time to time 
haue obſerued and noted ſucknotableleſſons and inſtructi- 
ons, as (at this daye) are common among men in all coun- 
tries. This arte being once knowen, and the vſe ſo neceſſary 
eſtcemed; hath cauſed wile men by akinde of common con- 
ſent, toplaee Gardens neere vnto cities, tones, villages, as 
gftore houſe and place whercin might bee kopte as well all 
ſuch herbes, as are fit for the health and preſeruation ofmans 
bodie, as alſo all manner of pleaſaunt floures, and delectable 


herbes as are dayly ſought for, and required of the common 


people. And this arte nowe, hat with long experiente and 


long continuaunce of paynefull men, in trying and ſearching 


the condition and nature of e ground, and theyr apt- 
neſſe in beating ſuche ſeede as ſhoulde be ſowen therein, is 
growen to ſuche a perfection, that nowe cuery: good Garde- 
ner can tell what ground is fit for ſuch and ſuch ſeedes, how 
it ought to bee digged, dunged, and caſt ordetly into beds; 
an Hater de ſeedes ſo wen, how they bught to bee watered, 
and weeded, that therby the plants in comining vp might the 
bettet proſper and come forward. Beſides theſe neceſſarye 
poyntes in ordering the ground, in chooſing ſeedes apt * 
cuery ſoyle and iti obſeruing che time ſitte for ſowing, they 
haue leſt behind tliem certayne means and vrayes to auoyde 
and driue away all ſuch beaſts, wormes, flees, with the like 
as commoniy annoye and hurt the-wagkemanſhippe of Gar- 
deners, yea ſuch cunning witte and wiledome is conteined in 


this arte of Gardening, that the wiſè and mightie'Empetour | 
—_ 0 Diocleſian, 
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Diocleſian, through the delight and pleaſure hee took therin 
(as writeth Aelius Spartianus) after hee had reygned. xviii. 
yeates; left for a ſeaſon the whole gouernement and rule of 

the Empire, and forſaking the Court; wente into a meane 
houſe, hauing a garden adioyning thereto, where hee with his 
proper handes, both ſowed, ſette, and weeded the hearbes 
of his Garden, whiche kinde of life ſo pleaſed him, that hard- 
ly he was entreated to take vpon him againe the gouernment 
of the Empire, ſo much did this quiet life and beautie of the 
garden pleaſe him. This example may mooue all other mea- 
ner men to haue the like felicitie and pleaſure in gardening, 
feeing ſo noble an Emperoure chooſe rather to forfake hys 
tegall authoritie and power, and ſtill to contynuein that (tare 
of quiet life, affirning it a farre better and happier eſtateto liue 

uietly among the faire and pleaſaunt floures of the garden, 
than to rule,and be dayly called on and troubled , with the 

ferious and wayghtie affaires of the Empire, But heere 1 
will ſtaye my penne, leaſt l ſeeme ouer tedious vnto youre 
worſhip in ſo ſmall a treatiſe, deſiring your goodnes to pardon 
my bolde attempt, and rather to beholde the earneſt zeale 
and affection of my willing minde borne towardes you, than 
to conſider the ſimplenes of the ſtile, and want ot cloquence. 
I ſhould haue bene aſhamed (right worſhipfull ſir) to haue 
ventured ſo farte, as to dedicate this my thirde increaſe vnto 
your goodneſſe, were it not that the argument of the matter

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A, Terentius Varro wriceth, that the auntient Philo- 

& ſophers named the earth, the mother of all plants and 
creſcent thinges: and the like beſtowed about the do- 
ing and dreſsing of it,to be an exerciſe both vertuous 
and profitable. Which the auntient Romaines, and 
diligent Husbandmen did well obſerue, in that they from time to 
time did fo painfully labour, and with as great care {ought buſily out 
the vndetſtanding and knowledge, not oncly of euery kind of earth, 
but how to digge,dung,orderly drefle, and caſt into ſquare and euen 
beds euery ground: and after the ſame (they diligently) learned the 
apt times which were moſt conuenient to ſow or plant in, according 
to the increaſe and decreafe of the Moone, with the Aſpectes of the 
Moone vnto fuch Planets, as molt aptly ſerue vnto the ſame. When 
the ſeeds were thus orderly ſowne, and fomwhat come vp, then they 
throughly learned that the often weeding and watering ef the yong 
plantes, did cauſe them the faſter to come yppe. And in ſuche places 
where the plantes grew thicke togither, tbey by theyr painfull indu- 
ſtry A, to ſet them thinner, to the end they might the better iu- 
creaſe and waxe bigger And beſides theſe, they carefully laboured, & 
diligently ſought out all ſuch nieane:, that might happily expell and 
deſtroy the moſt kinde ot venemous and harmetnll beaſtes, wormes, 
flyes, and ſuch like, that commonly annoy and cate vp tlie ſeedes and 
yong plantes comming vp. And as theyr diligence, great cares, and 
paintull trauels beſtowed in the arte of Gardening, deſerued of all 
men worthy commendation, {o I vppon this occaſion, thinke it not 
much digreſsing from the purpoſe, to ſet forth this treatiſe of mine, 
now the third time increafed, to which I haue added ſuch profitable 
and pleaſaunt matter, as I found written either in the Italian or latin 
toong, that intreated of this arte, whoſe names of the moſte of them 
doe after appeare, digeſted into the forme of a Table. And beſides 
theſe, I haue adioyned ſundry pleaſaunt ſecretes, and the neceſſarie 
commodities alſo, which moſte of the hearbes ſerue ynto in the vſe 
of phiſick, which now I haue performed in ſuch ſort, as the like hither 
to hath not bin publiſhed in the Engliſh toong,& for recompence of 
my induſtry, I craue no other of thee(gentle reader) but his friendty

reporting of this treatiſe:the ſame if I may vnderſtand,ſhalencourage 
me ſhortly to publiſh the other profitable part belõging aptly to this 
which onely teacheth the perfit order of planting and gratfing of the 
moſt trees now in vſe with vs, with the proper ſecretes taught in the 
doing and ordering of them: matter tight profitable to be vnder- 
ſtanded. But in the meane time, looke for a proper treatiſe ioined to 
this of Gardening which hath to name the husbãdmans coniectures 
vttering therin the right profitable notes, not onely of the condition 
of the yeare, but other husbandly iuſtructions, ſeruing neceſſarily to

to what vſe they may be applied, as well in phiſicke for the health of 
body, as alſd in ſurgery, and this eſpecially, after the diſtilling of ey- 
ther of them, which rare ſecretes ſhall more at large appeare by the 
peruſing of the Treatiſe, And this haue I rather ioyned to my Booke 
of Gardening, for that the honny Bees (after the minde of the aunti- 
ent Gardeners) be ſo apt a furniture, and that Profitable in a Garden.

the ſame, be manp waies endamaged, as wel be bealkes, as by 
banner into them. 
And there be many and ſundꝛp ſoꝛtes of enſing and cloſhige 
in ol Gardens, as after ſhall appeare.As firſt Varro nameth o2 
cofiteth that a naturall inclofure,which is ſet about with pong 
thees oꝛ thoꝛns, hauing in it the rootes of a quicke hedge, which 
wee call a quicks ſet hedge, ſo the ſame ſhall not bee in danger 
ofthe wanton waifaring mans firebꝛãd paſſing by, although he 
ſhoulde put fire to it, and that is named a wild and rude inclo⸗ 
ſure, which either is made of rude and ſhznbbed wood, oz of 
Willowe, o2 buſhes hauing no life, which wee name 2 Dead 
Hedge. And in olde time the Romanes vſed to incloſe and fenſe 
their Gardens with ſtakes and lathes , ſet very thicke in oꝛder 
and with ſmall roddes watled in togither, oz elſe by bearings 
large holes thzough great ſtocks of trees, thꝛough which rails 
02 great poales might runne two togither, oꝛ thre togither, 4 
and ſo then raiſe and faſten a boat de alonge, oꝛ ſtockes of trees 
oꝛ ſuch like thinges, which maner we now name paling. when 
y ſame is done with boarde. And that fenſing of the ancient aus 
thours is named a wariike incloſurc, which is framed like to þ 
which p ſouldiours make as a defẽſe about their Zeats, « ſach 
a one rſeo to be made neare common high wapes, oꝛ by rtners, 
p the Garden might not bee endamaged by beaſts, theues, no2 
land floodes. And foꝛ this cauſe the auncient men framed this

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calt vp and made aboute the Garden oz fielde, that it might ſo 
reteiue all the raine water falling the reabout. And it hed alſo 
a ridge 02 lope paſſage in it, that the water might the freelyer 
palle from the botfome .

and harde, that a man could not eaſily climbe oz paſſe oner it.

And they of ole time 
alſo named that a builded incloſure , which was made of dzp 
ſtoncs,o; late lapd one vpon another, and that in diners foznis

And to make Artichokes alſo growe werte in taſt, 
infuſe theſes befoze, in eyther milke with honnp, oꝛ in wa- 
ter with (agar; v2 elſe in pleaſant wine, and after the dzying 
ſet them-ozderlpin carth. And manie do cone2 the leaues wet 

with the earth in the beginning of winter, to canſe them to turn 
White ,and to take away their bitternes, the better to ſerue 
with meates in the Minter time . And Palladius affirmeth of 
experience, that the pong plantes of the Artfchokes; ſet among 
yong wheat in the ende ol October. to grow bp with the ſame, 
will the better pꝛuſper, then by the letting of them in beddes 
alone. And certaine auncient men will, that the whole plants 
be plucked vp, with the endes of the rates left inthe earth, oꝛ

ſeaſon in warme water, oz els ag Plinic wylleth, to he infuſed 


warme and laltie water foz a ſeaſon, and after laide to dꝛie 
lathe Sunne vatill they bee thzough dzie, and after couered 
with Barley ſtrawe: and in ſuche wiſe they ought to bee laid 
in the ſtrawe, that the one touch not the other, And ſome 
hang them in the ſmoke and Chimney , neare to the heate of 
the keꝛe, and doe likewiſe continue a long time. And to make 
Onions growe of a marueyious bigneſſe in the beddes ,cloſe to 
the ſcedes of them, with the ſeedes of the Gourde in the beſt 
dung, and myre the earth diligentlie with them in the put⸗ 
ting into the earth. And you may canſe them alſo to grobe of 
the ſame bigneſſe, if that raiſing vp the earth about them, you 
doe lee the carth hollow vnder the heads, as befo2e is taught 
of the oꝛdering of the Le kes. Alſo you may cauſe pᷣ like heads, 
ik bozing certaide holes you put into them of the ſeedes of the 
Gourde, ſetting them ſo into the earth.

And both the fuller and waightier are fo be choſen, which 
ought after to be dzied in the Sunne, oz in an Duen , by rea» 
ſon of the moiſture contained in them. And the rotes are to be 

gathered in the apt places, and the beſt of euerie kinde,e that 
the kruits be lately falen of, and the leaues of the ſtemmes be- 
gin to ſhed of, and this ina cleare dap, fo2 the great raine doth 
weaken them, and filleth them fall of moiſture. And the grea 
ter rootes may be kept fo ta eat is, but the leſſer only foz a 
peare, if they be hanged vp to dꝛie in a ſhadowie place, and that 
from duſt and ſmoke. Aud as touching the whole hi togi⸗ 
ther, the ſame ought to be gathered when it tome vppe 
vnto the ful growth.

And the wozthier hearbes be thoſe and to greater effect _ 
which keepe their linely colonr, ſtronger of ſauour, and moze 
apparant in tait. And the Roſes and other floures gathered in 
a fayze and warme day, doe peelde aſwefer diſtilled water, thẽ 
thoſe flowers which be gathered in a wet cloudy dap, and this 
diſtilled water beſtdes laſteth longer and to better effect, then 
that other of the contrarie manner. And further learne, that 
from the fonre and twentie day ol the moneth of March, vnto 
the 24:day of June.are the leaues of al maner of hearbes molt 
ol ſtrength and vertue, and doe eſpecially ſerue in that time, to 
the vſe ol Pedicine. Aud from the 24. day, ot the moneth ol 
June, vnfo the twentie foure of September, are the ſtemmes 
and ffalks in their full ſtrength and-vertue, to the ble of medi⸗ 
tine. And krom the twentie four day ol the moneth of Septem- 
ber vnto the rrv.of March againe, are the rootes of the moſte

Likhoveh ( gentle Reader) I haue not gruen thee 
any 3: a of mime on ne, but rather haue collec- 
ted the ſayings ard writings of many antient autt- 
thewrs , yet I truſt they ſhall le well accepted of 
\ theewithout oſfence. For as he that ſetteth forth 
. vnto the view and reading of all men ſuch knowe 
ledge, ar by his long ſtudie and experience hee hath gotten, is worthie 
to haue his due reward and commendation. , euen ſo bee is not to bee 
diſcommended ns paynefully reuolaing the bookes and volumes of 
many and diners auntient writers reduceth them into one litle trea- 
riſe, for the commoditie and profite of the [imple and vnlearned ſort, 
for whoſe onely ſakes I haus traueiled in the tranſlation of this wor- 
thy matter, touching the right vſage and handling of Bees: athing 
very rare, and ſeldome ſcene inthe Engliſh tongue, and yet very pro- 
fitable for a common wealth, and commonlye vſed among the poore 
hanſhandmen, though not in euery point as they onght to be,yet accor- 
ding to their knowledge and experience, But I, to the intente that 
a further learning might bee added to their Sill, haue ſo traueiled 2

budde, and if they happen to begin at any time to flie abꝛoade, 
when as a faire-day moneth them fo2warde , then flacke they 
no ſuch dayes alter warde, but occupye themſelues. And ficſte 
they pꝛepare and make their combes, which they faſhion into 
apt houſes , 02 rather celles of ware, after this they haue yong, 
and then begin they to gather hony. They liue alſo the longer 
by hauing their ſtinges, foꝛ that once gone, oꝛ taken away,they 
die fozthwith thzough the lacke of theire intrailes, which they 
loſe togither with their ſtinges. 


Who firſt taught the preparation and increaſing of Bees, and 
founde out the vic of Honny.

Tr repoite goeth that one Ariſtomachus firffe founde out 
. and taught the increaſing of Bees, whom Plime wziteth 
to be ſo earneſt in the ſame, that ſetting all other affairs, 
he onely ſtudied night and dap how he belt intreat & vſe 
Bees accozding to their kynd. But others aſcribe this inuen⸗ 
tion fo one Thafsius, who(as they (ay) deſerued no leſſe com⸗ 
mendation, both faz his dnigence and ſkil amonge Bes :- but 
this heeſpectally followebM the fielde, and that farre from the 
'Lowne, And of this the common people(as by a nickname)no 
mo2enamed him Thafsas,but Agrius, foz his wilde oz rather 
- ffraunge life, which hee then led in the fielde . whom Plinic 
alſo affirmeth to haue waitten a Booke of the increaſing and 
multiplying of Bees. And Columella aſcribeth this innention, 
to the inhabitauntes of the hilllnamed Hymecus) heinge in the 
Countrie of Attica, foz there(ſaieth hee) was one Aricthonus, 
| who taught (as men wꝛite) the true + perfect oꝛdering of the, 
Plinie againe aſcribeth the inuention of honye to one Ariſteus 
a man of Athens. Diodorus Siculus in the ſirte Booke of his 
wWazkes, wziteth, that Curetes, a people of Creta, did firſt find 


out

dut the Bony , Macrobius afcribeth the ſame to one Saturnus, 
Others to the T heſſal:ans. And many to Meliſſus, an auntient 
Bing ol Creta others to Naſſus Liber Pater, thus woiting, that 
Liber hath obtained the renowne fo finding oat of Ponnye,

F Irſte the Bees pzocade of Bees by the acuall doing togy- 
ther, aſter whiche they lay egges , ſitting vppon them, as 
the Hens ds on their egs, And when they haue ſit on them foz 
the ſpace of xiv.dayes then do they hatch their yong ones, whi⸗ 
che pong (at the fitſt) come ſozth much like fo whithe Wozms, 
except the Bing, whoonelp as he is hatched, hath wings. At 
the firſte time , one of them hatcheth fjug young togither, the 
nerte time fewer, and ſo fewer x fewer , until he commeth to 
one at a time, vecauſe the abundaunce whiche is in them, dothe 
inthe continuance of time weaken. - In the time of their (if- 
ting they make muche noiſe to gette them heate withall. Anv 
aboute the ſides of the combes , be ſometimes greater Bees 
bzed, which me foz their lo und & noiſe do pzoperly name Trũ⸗ 
peters, and they alſo haue whole hoznes,of which come the ba- 
ſtarde Bees. There be alſo other Bees bigger in body, muche⸗ 
like to the Kings, but they be ydle, and haue no ſting, becanſe of 
the heauineſſe of their body. All which kindes,Guilielmus de 
Conchis didde obſerue in the Ppites ofa certapne Conſull of 
Rome, whiche pꝛoperly were made of berye thinne and cleare 
hozne. Some waite that Bees are alſo engend2ed and bꝛedde 
monftrouſiy,and that confrary to Nature, without the mutu⸗ 
all coniunction, if that a whole calfs be buried inthe earth, and 
there lye rotting whiles the wind blow out of the Meaſte, fo2 
by that meanes as wziteth Maro, doth the ſame bꝛerde Bees.

Te Þe D one Bees (as wziteth Plinie) are wnperfen Bees, 
withont ting, and the leaſt Weary, vet be they verye hea⸗ 
up of body, and flow in doing their buſineſſe, They allo doe the 
ſeruites and trauells of the true Bers, although the right and 
perfect Bes doe rule and gonerne them, pes and put them fo: 
moſt in theſr labourte, o that if they happen to be low in their 
doings, then doe the right Bees puniſh them without pittie. 
Allo theſe doe helpe the right Bers, * well in their woꝛkes as 
in their bꝛeeding, toꝛ $p multitude of them, cauſe the moꝛe beat 
and warme th toagikhet.

Nou ſome affirme, that the clonen beaſts Dabu no beth, 
in that they haue not the fan of the hart, which is þ lights 
oz lungs, ſoꝛ as they wzite, nothing without them can b2eath, 
But Ariſtotle witeth , that the ſame is poſſivle among Bces, 
hauing the ſting (althongh they haue no bladder) to bꝛeath by 
their ſting, And the Bees haue no bloude, becauſe they haue 
neither hart noꝛ lungs: vet Phnie affirmeth, that nothing done 
by nature may be thought oꝛ iudged incredible, fo2 the ſame is 
fully per ſuaded in wile me, that tge Bees baue a certain liuely 
moiſture, like as the Cuttle in the Sea, which hath a kinde of 
vnke in it. and is as the iuyce of it, with the whiche on!

Plinie wꝛiteth in his ri,boke, where be willeth,that of all other 
clouen beaſtes, the Bees to bee p2tncipallte chet iſhed, becauſe 
to mans vle they gather a ſubtile and wholſome iupce, beyng 
verpſwerte , and beſides they frame by a maruellous ſkyll and 
crnning,their cotages of ware vnto mans vſe,- that no woꝛk⸗ 
man(be he neuer ſo ingenious) can do the like. The p2ofite alſo 
comming by them ina ſhoꝛt time, ik the weather hindereth not 
is ſo greate „ that thep increaſe in a ſhoꝛte time into manye 
warmes. which warmes againe increaſe others ſo that the 
fie ſwarmes increaſed, thep eſpecially thꝛuſt fozthfrom then 

in the moneth of Map, oꝛ June, by which mea ies they cauſe a 
great increaſe of the. As Varro aſfirmeth the ſame of two herd 
Gentlemen in Spaine, which only by the means of their Bees 
gapned perely te thouſand poũd (but J rather thinke ffue thou⸗ 

ſand pounde, which alſo is very muche) vet here is to be noted, 
that the warmes of ſyxe peares olde,doe ſeldome encreaſe afs 
ter other ſ warmes ok themſelues, although in ware they giue 
a great yelde and gaine to the owners, 


C Ofthe great care and diligence of the Bees, Cap. vii, 


Irſt certain Bees as the ſkilfull p2actiſers do wꝛite, ſtand 
in p day time at the mouthes of p Bynes,diligently toking 
to their buſineſſe, like warders placed at the gates of a Caſtel, 
that they maye ſo defend in ſafegarve whom they will within. 
In the night time they ſetle thẽſelues to reſt vnto the moꝛning 
vntil one of them by humming twice oꝛ thꝛice about , doeth ſo 
ſtyꝛre them foward to five out after the other. Foꝛ if they haps 
pen tokepe themlelues in the mozning within the Ypnes,the 
doth the ſame declare a*empeſt to inſue that daye. But being 
à cleare and fapꝛe mo2ning,chen do they flpe foꝛth, and returne 
againe fo their Hines, lad en with the ſubſtaunce ofthe floures 


on their legges, fo2 their buũneſle, and this c ſpeciallpe doe the 


panger Bes, ſo that the other Bas beſides do epther carrpe 
the water in their bils, oꝛ on the ſoft moſlineſſe of the whol bo⸗ 
die. The elder Bees remapning ſkill within, do allo kolow their

buſineſſe, as in diligently laying vp. and aptly dzelling the ſame 
as they wold diſpoſe their kindely fode.

And flying abzaadein a mightie winde, they marnellouflye 
ſtay and guide the:nſelues, by waying their bodies down with 
little ſtones, caried in their legges. They at the euening come 
ming to reſt do make lefſe and leſſe noyſe in the hyue, vntil one 
of them flyeth about, which by a like oꝛder as he moued them 
fozewarde in the moꝛning „ enen lo by the ſame noyſe and 
humming doth he pꝛocure them to take their reſt, and to be all 
ſilent within the hiue. A the Bees happen to ſcatter in their flp⸗ 
ing abꝛoade, then do they call and gather them togither into a 
ſwarme, by the helpe of making a ſhꝛill ſounde, eyther with pa 
. 02 baſon,o2 other loude cymball, They alſo followe their go 

whether ſoeuer he taketh his flight, who being wearie , 
not further able to fipe,they carrye him betweene them. 

UWiherfoze that the king map not often attempte foꝛth with 
the l warme, foꝛ feare ot loſing them the (kilfull pꝛactiſers will, 
the wings of the Kings be bzoken ok. Mhiche feeling himſelſe 
thus depꝛiued of his wings, wil not after attempt to flye foꝛth 
of his boundes but remayning ſtill within, will fo cauſe the o⸗ 
ther Bees to abyde continually with him, not leauing the Bine 

at any time after. They alſo haue counſels pꝛiuilp and rulers 
among them. 

And u Ariſtotle declareth the Bees to be the clenlyeſt amongſt 
all other bealtes,becauſe in flying abzoad, they ſhed them their 
dung from them, leaſte anye ſauour oz ſtincke of their dung be 
felte in their cotages 02 hoales. If theſe want honny. at anye

which me may learne by. but hath eſpecially ſet fo2th con- 
ditions and pꝛoperties, as fo2 an example of the lyke by the 
Bees, whoſe kinges foz doubt of reuenging, haue by the pꝛoui⸗ 
des ok nature no ſtinges. Whereby is to be vnderſtanded, that 
kinges ruling in power thꝛough the lacke of their ſtings may 
be by that means the ſlower te hurt aud offer reuengement. 
Pet ſome affirme the kinges to haue ſtinges, but they ſuppoſe 
them not to vſe their ſtings And of this Plinie maketh a doubt 
whether the king be armed as other Bees, oꝛ lacketh a ſfinge 
Which Columella putteth out of doubt, wꝛiting of the king 5 
he hath no tinge, vnleſſe any perhaps thinketh that bigge head 
as it were, which the king carieth in his bellie to bee his ling, 
with the which they vſe at no time to tinge 02 hurt anpe. 
This kinge onely do Bees reuerence, t honoꝛ him in ſuch ſoꝛt, 
that any of them is obedient and very ready at his biddiug , to 
do whatſdeuer he aſſigneth them vnto, Alſo this obedience and 
ſeruite which the vſe to their king, they do not the ſame foz 
feare of puniſhment, but onely of a loue which they owe vnto 
him. Pet they puniſh one another inſach ſozte,that after their 
ſtinges be loſt, they die fozthwith Ariſtotle wziteth of two mas 
ner of kings. the oneas he affirmeth to be red, which he iudgeth 
the better the other king blacke of cotour, which he confcſſeth

Ature hath not onely committed her lawes to bokes, the 
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certaine rulers which waite vppon him by a daily anchozity, 

It any happeneth, as waiteth Plinie, to bzeake of the Hinges 
right winge, then from the king will not the ſwarme after de- 
parte, as the lyke was teherſed befoze. Beſides theſe the Bees 
haue a maruailous oꝛder among them, if their king happen to 
die, foz then they ſhall bitterly mourne foz theic king deade, + 
foz the lacke of another , as ſuch which cannot bee guided and 
rule d without a king among them, & of this they bee in conti⸗ 
nuall mourning. So that foz the time they carry no food into 
their Yyues, noꝛ flie not fozth , but with a ſadde bewaylinge 
and humming after their kinge, they heape thicke togither a- 
boute the deade bodie, and vnleſſe another Kinge encreaſeth 
by little aud little among them, they die foz hunger. Their

N thts point, t foꝛ true knowledge of theſe, doth M. Varro 
deſcribe thoſe Bees to be beſt , which be ſmall of bodie, and 
diuers and rounde,becauſe they be earneſt in labour t make 
a thin honny,x Letter endure labour and gather their hon⸗ 
ny on hilles, but the woꝛſer Bees gather their honnie of p gar⸗ 
den floures enelpe, which be ſomewhat long of Body, lpke to 
waſpes Virgil doth eſpecially commend the (mal Bees. being 
ſomewhat tenge,light and clenly in their buſines,and gliſtcing 
to gold. So that the greatter and rounder Bee, is diſcommen⸗ 
ded of all wziters. Although the fierce Bees are very ill. pet is 
their yzefulnes , a note of the better Bees: which map eaſily 
be appeaſed by the dayly haunting among them, fo2 if the kee- 
pers do often handle the hyues, then do they become gentle in 
ſhoꝛt time.

tinft duſtie, ſuch alſs as bee not ouerleane of bodie , and that 
dut of anx ot᷑ their cotages no dead bos be caried thence, c fozth 
to be both euil and vnp2ofitable .

Fo2 that ſome Bees doe make both ſqare and rounde 
ſpaces and ſome long, ſo that eche frameth , as it were certain 
fozmcs in the combes, accoꝛding to his kinde. So that the ho⸗ 
ny combs,are not ſounde alwayes a like in fachion, but theſe 
combesof what fozme ſoeuer thep be, are not to bo taken all 
out of the hiues. Foz in the beginning ol Harueſt, whiles the 
ſieldes vet flouriſhe, take a fift parte of the combes, but after, 
when Minter is at hande, then leaue a thirde parte behinde. 
Palladius willeth the hiues to be geldes in the moneth ok 
October, and that a third part be left behind. Pet conſiver that 
if there be ſtoꝛe, to make the moꝛe:it but a meane then the halle 
part of that leaue feʒ the winter time: it the tottages appeare 
but halfe full, then take nothing away. But Varro keacheth, 
that a third part of the combes maye be taken a wap, g other 
parte left foz the winter, although the combes be full of honny. 
If vou fear (ſaith he) a ſharp winter, to follow. thẽ take nothing 
at al : $ ofthe ſame mind is the learned Vergil in this But the 
expert praciſers of our time in ſuch matters do aſfirme, that p 
bonny ought to be taken awaye but once in the peare, i this in 
the end of the moneth of Aaguſt. vnto the middle of Depteber. 
But the ware being toꝛrupt, then, both befoze and at any time 
maye be taken fozth of the hiues, Alſo as touching the honny 
which p Bees giue, whether you mape take awaye either little 
oꝛ much, muſt be conſidered accozding to the ſmalneſſe oꝛ plen⸗

Firſt the learned Hidore miteth, the honny to bee of the 
deawe ol ſome liquide matter, andafirmeth alſo the ſame to 
ve founde ſometimes inthe teanes of the greate Canes :. To 
which in a manner  dothe Publius Maro agre in this verſe 
wꝛiting, that hitherto the heauenlpe giffes are of the Aereal, 
honnie. Others teach the honnie in India and Arabia, ta be lyke 
to ſalte gathered there on the leaues of trees Others do doubt 
bonie be a ſweate from heauen, oz a certaine ſpit- 
tle ol res, 02 a inice of the ape purging it felfe .

Ahen the honnie thzoughthe beate beginneth a little to pꝛick

purpoſe , wzingtthardabonts,yet it maketh no greate matter, 
ik the ſame bee not ſo earneſtlye winged oz pzeffed out, that 
none ofthe Bonnie remaine yet with the Ware , ſeyng that 
the Honnie and Waxe haue efferts in ſome cauſes alike. Now 
this honnie , which is thus runne foꝛth, is named the ſodden 
Bonnie, lohich ought in like manner to be poured into earthen 
pottes , and to ſtande open foz'certatne dapes, ſkimming it 
dailpe with a ſpopne , vntil it bee thꝛough told The nobler oꝛ 
woꝛthier Bonnie is that which runneth out in a manner of it 
owne accoꝛde, befoze the ſeconde pꝛẽlling out ol the combes.

But the beſt Oenomell is that which is made 
of olde and tarte wine, and the beſt pttrified hony, koz the ſame, 
doth leſſeſwell. The lame alſo harmeth dꝛunke after meales, 
but befoze taken, doeth pzocure an dpetite, Dioſcorides teas 
cheth that maner of making the Oenomell in this oꝛder: firſt 
he willeth to take one gallon and a quarte of Il ine, and mix⸗ 
ing it with halfe a gallon and a pinte of the beſt hony, to pꝛe⸗ 
pare the ſame oꝛderly. But ſome pꝛepare oz make the dunke 
ſpeedilier co vſe after this manncr,as the houy they boile with 
Wine, and after poure fozth the lame into other vellelles.

T De Honp ot bees meete to diſtillation, oughteſpecially ta 
1 be white ot coulcure, which befoze the diſtilling muſt bee 
mixed with pure and white and well waſhed lande, but not dy 
in auye caſe, after that, putte the ſame either into a cemmon 
Kofe Limbecke of tinne, ſetting a hearie ſtue cloſe vppon it, 
that it map teuch the Pouy in the diſtilling, oz elle into a bo⸗ 
dy of Glaſſe, ſette into a potte of fine ſiſted aſhes o2 lande, ma⸗ 
king at the firfle a ſoſt lire vnter it, vntill the firſi water bee 
come whiche is white, and after the yellow water appeareth, 
then put vnder another receiuer,ſctting a ſivethe white, and ſo 
long viſtill vntill the redde beginneth to ſhewe: at the appea⸗ 
raunce of whiche, put vnder another receiver , letting that res 
mapne vnt ill no mote will come, Which red water being the 
lat; lerueth ſoz ſund2ie vies, cs to die womens haire yellow, 
by often wetting the haire with a ſpunge and dying the ſane 
inthe hotte Sunne. Alſo it cauſeth fapze and longhaire, any 
ffazeth the Geading of haire : beſides (this thirve water) 
doth tlenſe the faule cauuption and matter beeing in filthye 
woundes and olde vlcers, if ghepbee wake twxce a daxe 
CL; 8 | Gg.

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with the ſame, cauſing alſo new fleſh to grow in thoſe places, 
if you daply waſhrhem with the ſapd water, oz otherwiſe dip 
linnen clouts in it,lapingthem aptly on the ſozes, The lelfe- 
lam? healeth places greeuouſly burned, without appearaunce 
ok any ſcarre atterwarv,by ofcen applying linnen clouts dꝛop⸗ 
ped in it. And the ſecond waer being of golden colour dip- 
ped in the eyes, doth not onely helpe fwolne aud bleared eyes, 
but the pinne and webbe in them, by the daply and okten 
dꝛopping ofthe lame into the eyes. But as touching the white 
and fic water, there is no wozthie matter mentioned in this 
place by any of the clde Pꝛactiſers.

When you haue thus done, then make a gentle fire at

Now being on this wiſe, vitill the ſame againt in Balneo 
Mariz: and ſo ołten repeate this, vntill you haue diſtilled it 
ſire o2 ſeuen times vuer, that the colour be chaunged, and in 
the ende, to the colour of golde. Which then is molte plea⸗ 
ſaunt of ſauoute. and lo ſweet, that nothing may be compared 
like to it, in Zagrancnefſe of ſmell. The Quintellence doth 
diſſolue gold, pꝛepareth it apt to be daunk,and any Jewel put 
into the water, it voth alſo diſſolue the ſame, Alſo this is na⸗ 
med þ bleſled water, in that giuing to any two oz thꝛee dzains 
to dꝛinke, being at the point of death, doth ſo ſodainly recouer 
the perſon againe, as doth the Quinteſſence of wine. And was 
ſhing any grieuous wounde oz ſtripe with rhe water, doeth in 
wont time heale the lame. Allo this pzetious water doth mare 
ueilouſly help the cough, the Rheume,the diſeaſe of the Splen 
and many other diſeaſes, which would ſcarcely be beleeued. 
The water oiſo miniſtred dayly vnto a perſon ſicke of the pal- 

ſey, fox the ſpace ofrlvi.dapes; he was by the mighty helpe of 

God, and this miraculous water, thꝛoughly healed of the dil⸗ 
eaſe. Alſo this Quinteſſence doth helpe the kalling· ſickneſſe, e 
pꝛeſerueth the body from putrifipng, ſo that by all thoſe we 
map learne, that this is rather a diuine water from heauen 
(and ſent from God)to ſerue vnto all ages.

Reymond 
ullo greatly commendeth this Dple; app2oouing it rather as 
aceleftiall and divine remedie and that this in wounves, doth 
wozke moſte miraculouſly, which foꝛ his meruellous temmo⸗ 
ditie, not ſo well to be allowed of the common Chirurgions, 
becaule this pꝛetious Oyle healeth a wound, be the ſame ne⸗ 
uer ſo wide and bigge, being vefoje wide ſtitched vppe, in the 
ſpace of the tenne oz twelue dapes at the moſte. But thoſe 
which are ſmall, this Dyle healeth in thꝛee dayes, by annoyn⸗ 
ting onelp on the cuttes oꝛ woundes, and laying after linnen 
cloutes, wette in the ſaide Ople, vppon the woundes. Foz in- 
ward diſeaſes the ſayde Ople wozketh miraculouſly (if that 
pou mintfer oꝛ giue a d2am at a time in white wine to dzink) 
Eatery alſo the ſhedding of haire, either on the head oz beard,

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by annoynting the places with this Ople. Beſides thele, it is 
miraculous tu the pzocacing of vine, being mightily topped, 
and helpeth alſo ſtitches and paine in the lopnes, by dzinł ing 
the like quantitie of the Ople aboue taught in white wine. 
Naw the making and drawing of this Ople,is on this wiſe 
firſt take a body of glaſſe, named a Retozt, whiche ſtrongly 
lute about withclap and flockes, diligently tempered togither 
with ſale water afcer the body is thus fenced and thozough 
dꝛie, put in a pounde 02 moze of pure newe ware, ſo that the 
laid ware fillech not aboue halke pour bodp, and to euerp 
pound of ware, poure in foure ounces, of the ponder of redve 
bzicke, finely bzuled, which after ſet into an earthen potte,fit- 
ling it round about with fine lifted aſhes oz ſand. After this,

the edge ofthe knife toward the tree · ground, and cutte itiſo 
wich llope dꝛaught, and leaue as much ok the earth about the 
roote and ſtocke of the ſetting as you map, and let it in a good 
ground oꝛdained therefoze, and in a conuenient time, as it is 
befoze ſapde, and if anie ſpzing ſo groweth out ok anie tree, 
chooſe that which groweth right out, that is not oner long, 
but even, without any ſmall bzaunches, holding the knife in 
the cutting alway toward the tree. | 


Ho to remooue a great tree: 


And if pou will remoone a tree chat is great oz beatin 
fruit, chooſe the full Moone. from the middeſt of October, to þ 
middeſt of December, hauing vp the rootes as whole as pou 
map, leauing as much of his owne earth about the roote, as ye 
may, with che ſame maner,and other as pe doe with ſetting of 
{mall trees, and ſetting it fozceth not though the Moone be

ter, ſette oz ſticke about the ſetling many boughes, that the 
Nonhern winde, oz greatneſle or other windes, veftrop it not. 
put dung mingled with ſtrawe about the ſtocke toward the 
roote, of a good thickneſſe, that froff aud ſnow congeale not 
on the roote; and make a deepe valley about p roote, the ſpace 
of ſize oʒ ſeuen foote, that the water abide not and freefe about 
the rootc in Harueſt, that is betweene Bommer and Winter, 
that when Minter commeth, it map be filled with dung, and 
ſo let it fand all the Winter, and in the ſpzing, putte vader 
the vung nen carth;and cut awap all the vnpꝛofitable bzaun« 
ches, and make it cleane about the ſfocke, and the rootes krom 
wazmes, (cuckkes, and maſſes, - any from emll weedes going 
about the bzauuches, all the cloſe of thine Oꝛchard whollp 
beſet aban: withother high trees that beare no kruit, that the 
floures might be kept lake from windes.* And beware that no 
fcuit be gathered off any tree befoze the time, koz that is a 
right great and pꝛiuie harming to the tree. 


How you may keepe Cherries good a yeare, 

Jfyou would-keepe Cherries good a peare, pe ſhall cut off 
the falkes, and then lay them in a well leaded potte, and fill 
the ſaive pot therewith, then put vnto them of good thinne 
honny, and fill the ſatd pot therewith, then ſtoppe it with clap 

hat no apze enter in, then ſet it in ſome fayze Tellour, and 

t ſand under, aud all about it, and touer the potte mithall, ſo 

t it ſtand oꝛ temaine: thus pee may keepe them a peare, as 
ech as though they came from the tree, and alter this lozte, 
pe may keepe peares oz other ſruit. 


How you may ſet Chet- nuts. 


The Cheb nut tree des ve i caulantlyke. nto the kigge 
tree. They may be both planted ad craffed well, they ware 
well in freſh andfxcrecarth,tozin {and they like not:if ye will 
et derne LU call laythemin water, vntill they doc ſinke, 
ang ba dak gebe hoccome afthe water,ve be to 
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ſet, which ye ſhal ſet in the monethes of Noucmber,q4 Deccms 
ber, foure fingers deepe, a foote one from an other, foz when 
they be in thoſe two monethes ſet oꝛ planted, they ſhall endure 
long, and beare alls good fruit, yet ſome there be that plant 
oz ſet them firſt in dung like Beanes, which will be ſweerer 
than the other ſozt, but thoſe which be ſet in the two monthes 
afozeſapd, ſhall firſt beare they krutt e: men may pꝛeue which 
is beſt, experience voth teach. This ts another way to pꝛooue 
and know which Cheſ-nuts be beſt to plant oz ſet, that is, pee 
ſhall take a quautitie of Nuttes, then lay them in land, the 
(pace of thirtie dapes, then take and wache them in water 
fayꝛ and cleane,+ thꝛow them into water again, and thole that 
do link to the bottome, are good to plant 02 ſet, and the other 
that wine, are nought: thus map pe doe with all other ker⸗

The order how to plant or ſet trees at large. | 
This ought to be conſidered of all Graffers and Planters, 
v pe mult gue a competent ſpace krom one tree vnto an other, 
when as ye make the holes to ſette them in, not too nigh, noz 
that one tree touch ſo another; Foꝛ a good tree planted oz ſette 
well at large, it pꝛofiteth oftentimes moꝛe ok fruit, chan thzee 
oz foure trees ſette too nigh togither. The moſte greateſt and 
largeſt trees commonlyare wall-nuttes and Chel-nuttes it pe 
plaut them ſeuerally in rantke, as they doe tommonſy growe 
vpon high wapes, beſide hedges in fielves, they mutt be let 
fine and thirtie foote aſunder one from anocher, oz therabouts- 
but if pe wil plant many rancks in one place togither ye mult 
ſet them the ſpace of rlv foot ene from enother o2 therabouts- 
und fo farre pe muſt ſette pour rankes one from qu other. Foz 

the Peare · trets, and Apple - trees c other ſoꝛtz oftrecs which 
may be ſet ol this largeneſſe ene krom the other- if ye do plant 
only in rankes by hedges, in the ſielotcs o etherwile, it al be 
ſutticient of xx foote one from an other. But il you will let tr 
rankes vpon the ſides ol pour alleyes Ar NY,

ſpace the one from the other in cch2 rancke, as about fiue and

But ik you will 
plant oz ſette two ranckes in your Alleyes in Gardens, peu 
muſt deuiſe fo2 to p2opo2tion it after the largeneſſe of pour ſaid 
Alleps. Foz to plant oz ſet eagre o2 ſow2e Cherry-trees, thys 
ſpace ſhalbe (uffictent inough the one from the other, that is, 
of tenne 02 twelue foote, and therefoze, if-you make great o2 
large Allepes in pour Garden, as of tenne foote wide, oz there⸗ 
aboutes, they ſhall come well to paſſe, and ſhall be ſufficienc 
to plant your trees of nine oz tenne foote ſpace : and foz the o⸗ 
ther leſſer ſoztes ok trees, as of Quince-trecs,Nutte-trees,and

Apple-ſtockes,crab 02 wilding ſtockes:the Quince c Pedler, 
vpon the white thozne: but moſt commonly they vle to graffe 
one Apple vpon another, and both peares and Quinces they 

graffe on Ham · thoꝛne and crab ſtocke, Another kind of fruite 
called in Frenche Saulſay, they vſed to graffe on the willowe 
ffocke, the manner thereof is hard to doe, whiche I haue not 
ſeene, therefoze J will let this paſle at this preſent. 


How to chooſe your trees for graffes. 


When the trees whereas yon intend to gather your graffes 
be imall and young, as offine oꝛ ſire yeeres growth, do not off 
the highelt graffe thereof, noz the greateſf, except it be ot᷑ a 
ſmall tree of two oz thꝛee peares, the which commonly hath 
too much of toppe 02 woode, otherwile not, foz you ſhall but 
marre pour graffing.

How to trimme your Graffes. 


Ye may graffe pour grafkes full as long as to oz thee 
trunchions 0} cut graffes, which ye may likewiſe graffe with- 
all very well, and be as good as thoſe whiche dee come of olde 
wood, and oftentimes better, as to graffe a bough,fo2 often it 
fo happeneth,aman ſhall finde of oplets o2 eyes hard by the old 
flender wood, pet better it wert to cut them off with the olde 
wood, and chooſe a better and a fap)e place, at ſome other eye 
in the ſame graffe, and to make your inciſion there vnder. as as 
fo2eſaiv,and cut your graffes in making the inciſion on the one 
fide narrow, and onthe other live bꝛoad, as the inner ſive thin, 
and the outſide thicke, becauſe the outſide ot᷑ your gaffe) muſt 
topne within the cleft, with the ſap 02 barke of the wind ffock, 
and it ſhall be ſet in: ſee allo that pee cut it ſmooth, ag your 
clettes are inthe focke, in e at euerꝝ place both tuen 
and cloſe, and eſpecially the iointes oz copners of the graffes 
on the head of the ſfocke,which mult be well and cleane pared 
befoze; and then ſet faſt thereon.
